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Historical Past Practices ofthe Lodge 


Currently there is only two Brothers of Union No. 3 who attend regularly that have been members for 
many years. During these last few years we have had many Brothers pass away or move on for one 
reason or another. This has left a huge void in the memory of our Past Practices of our lodge. Tradition 
is one of the most important aspects of a Masonic Lodge. All lodges have different traditions and below 
were ours. Will our future Worshipful Masters restart these traditions? 


1. Past Master Recognition. This recognition has fell out of our lodges tradition a couple years back. 
Pretty much after the Masonic trials etc. I don't have a reason why it just did. It is considered a high 
honor to be recognized as a Past Master in Open Lodge during a ceremony. 


2. Hiram Awards recognition. This recognition doesn't happen very often. Usually when a Hiram 
Award is awarded to a worthy Brother. 


3. 50 Year award recognition. If we have a Brother who has been awarded a 50 Year Jewel or higher 
then we always try to get him to lodge to be recognized. If there is a lodge recognition / award then 
before Jewell is presented the WM asks all 50 Year or Higher awardees to stand behind the Brother being 
presented with a jewel. 


4. Honorary Past Master. This recognition doesn't happen very often. Only when the WM decides there 
is a worthy Brother. 


5. Service Recognition. In the past years it use to be a yearly recognition to recognize all Brothers who 
are or have ever served in a service related position. Such as Military, Police and Fire Department. There 
would be a designated Brother to walk around the lodge and stop at each Brother who is or has served and 
ask him to share his affiliation. 


6. Civic Programs. In the past we have had interesting programs from members of the community. I 
have sat in lodge when Spirit Mountain Elder spoke of the Reservation early history, mortician shared his 
thoughts on the line of work and educators.

McMinnville Masonic Cemetery 


The McMinnville Masonic Cemetery was blessed with a wonderful donation from our Brothers John and 
Jay Compton. They both donated the paving of the roads of the MMC. In honor of this gesture the 
Brothers of Union No. 3 unanimously voted to give both of these wonderful Brothers a Life Membership 
within the lodge. An article was written for the Oregon Heritage Blog authored by Johnny J. Edwards’. 


Sons of Veterans of the Civil War replaced a Marker in the GAR section of our McMinnville Masonic 
Cemetery. This was well attended and an article was written?. 


At the September Stated Meeting WB Johnny J. Edwards presented to open lodge the need for a new plan 
for investment for perpetual care for our two cemeteries. Worshipful Brother Johnny J. Edwards made 
the following motion. MOTION: The Cemetery CD Fund (Chrisman Fund) located at OnPoint will be 
moved and be reinvested at Edward Jones for Edward Jones to manage said fund for the purpose of yearly 
perpetual care of the MMC and LMC. 2"! by Brother Nick Godfrey. The Worshipful Master placed the 
lodge at ease to allow a side bar discussion. The Lodge was called back to order. Worshipful Brother 
Johnny J. Edwards shared with the membership that the Trustees present agreed from the date of 


this meeting forward the Principle of the Cemetery Fund CD (Chrisman Fund) will never go below 
the principal amount of $150,000.00. After much discussion the Worshipful Master called for a vote. 


The Motion passed unanimously.

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This single decision of the lodge will protect the MMC Cemetery in perpetuity. This decision by this 
authors opinion is the most significant decision made concerning the MMC since the creation of the 
Chrisman Fund in 1905. 


Lafayette Masonic Cemetery 


The Lafayette Masonic Cemetery was just mowed and cared for this year. After many years of repairs 
from the 2021 Vandalism that damaged around 30 markers the sexton and the cemetery took a well 
deserved break. LMC Grant 2022-2023 was completed with 16 headstone markers repaired. This project 
began in 2022 but had to be delayed many times because of weather issues. 


Building Renovations 


After many years of planning and implementation the building repairs and upgrades are now coming to an 
end. In 2017 WB Frank Blair and Johnny J. Edwards had a vision. The vision was to turn the old OES 
changing room into a lounge. The journey from a room full of junk, ceiling, walls and floors being 
damaged we today have a beautiful lounge. Now it is up to the lodge Brothers to figure out just how we 
are going to use it?. 


The Trustees of the lodge gave a program at the September Stated Meeting concerning the necessity of 
repairs and upgrades for the front door, elevator and 2™ floor hallway. After the Trustee presentation 
given by Johnny J. Edwards he made a motion to use our Building Fund CD and remove $24,062.82 for 
these repairs and renovations. This was placed into discussion and after much deliberation it was brought 
to the floor for discussion by MWB Hunt M. Compton to raise the initial dollar amount to $26,000.00 for 
possible over costs. The motion was revised which then was approved unanimously by the membership. 
By the end of the year of 2023 we will have had the following upgraded / repaired with the exception of 
the Security Camera Installation which will be a 2024 project:

1. Insurance Insulation Issue COMPLETED. Reimburse Building Checking. 2200.00 
Insurance Kitchen Circuit Panel issue R and R COMPLETED. Reimburse Building

3. 2nd Floor bathroom inspections COMPLETED. Reimburse Building Checking. 418.30 

4. New key switch and keys for outside of the elevator for renters on the 2nd floor and 3" 
floor keys. 1930.96 

5. 2nd floor restroom repairs. Cost of repairs 2800.00 

6. Carpet cleaning on 2nd floor. Not to exceed 1000.00 

7. The lighting on the second floor needs to be repaired. The Trustees recommend LED 
lights be installed. Cost of upgrade 2261.00 

8. Painting of the 2" floor hallways. 7173.00 

9. The security of our building via the front door is a great concern to the Trustees of this 
lodge. The front door needs to be replaced with an updated electronic locking system 
that 1s either card controlled, or keypad controlled. 2735.56

system. Not to exceed 500.00

From the memory of MWB Hunt M. Compton

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Curtains ofthe Lodge ca.1914 


With the newly built Masonic Lodge Building ready to be used recently found history of the original 
curtains that were used with the lodge were made by the St. Barnabas Episcopal Church of McMinnville 
Oregon. 


They sewed both on demand and for 
members. The prices they charged seem 
incredibly insufficient: they made curtains 

1 for the Masonic Lodge for $2, infant clothes 
for 10 ents a piece, "3 suits for small 
boy, for 75 cents each." Charges for the 
pot holders, baby pillows, bloomers, 
sweaters and silk combinations were 
proportionately small. In 1919 they were 
crocheting doilies and yokes and 
embroidering. They turned down "picking . 
wool mattresses." "Picking wool mattresses" 
is puzzling, but so were other terms such as 
tea and "rocks," a "goose" booth, and 
renting "Yami-Yami" suits out for 25 cents. 
Also puzzling was the sudden appearance of 
the Ginger Jar in May 1914 without 
explanation. 


Sewing was not their only way of 
raising money. They held an annual Bazaar; 
they had doughnut, pie, and handkerchief 
sales; they had social teas, ice cream 
Socials, and dinners and dances. 


The first dance was to be held in the 
vicarage hall, October 29, 1913, by 
invitation. On the 15th of that month they 
made and passed a motion that would raise 
eyebrows in today's insistence on sexual 
equality. The motion was, "that invitations 
be issued only to men who dance." They paid 
two musicians $3 and netted $8.25. The 
dances were so popular that they held one in 
November, one in January and planned but 
abandoned a "big ball" in February. The 
last dance mentioned was held on a member's 
lawn on July 10, 1914. 


They reaped quite a harvest with a 
vaudeville entertainment in February 1915

Triplet Candidates in Lafayette Lodge 


One ol First Three Lodges in Oregon Made Early Record 


Not Likely Ever to Be Equalled 


NUMBER of three-generation fam- 

ilies have been found in several 
Lodges in Oregon, but probably no oth- 
er Lodge in Oregon, possibly no other 
in the world, can equal the record of 
Lafayette Lodge No. 3 at Yamhill, 
which once conferred the degrees on 
triplets. The MM° was conferred Dec. 
15, 1899, when the Lodge was yet 'o- 
cated at Lafayette, and the three broth- 
ers were William, Walter and Wallace 
Petty. Evidently no one back in those 
early days thought of the event being 
unusual, for the fact that the three 
candidates were triplets was not even 
entered in the minutes at the time of 
their receiving any of the degrees or at

any other time. Evidently there was no 
prearrangement relative to the three 
receiving their degrees at the same 
time. William Petty was the first to 
present his petition and was initiated 
Aug. 18, 1899. Walter and Wallace pre- 
sented their petitions a month or two 
later and were initiated Oct. 13, while 
William was passed to the FC° the 
same night. Walter and Wallace were 
passed to the degree of Felloweraft 
Nov. 17 and all three were raised Dec. 
15. Although no record was made of the 
unusual event, someone had the fore- 
sight to take a picture of the Brothers 
and of the Master. Lafayette Lodge re- 
moved to Yamhill in 1902, three years

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after the raising of the Petty brothers. 

Walter Petty seems to have taken 
more interest in the Lodge than the 
others. He was JD in 1901, JW in 1902 
and SW in 1903. For some reason he 
was not advanced to the East, but in 
1904 he served as JS and in 1908 was 
elected to the East from the floor. His 
interest continued and he served as 
JD in 1918. He died March 23, 1920, at 
the age of 59. 

William served as JD in 1904 and as 
SD in 1915. He died June 24, 1929, at 
the age of 68. 

Wallace never held an office. He died 
Nov. 23, 1935, at the age of 74. 

None of the three ever married and 
their mother lived with them until her 
death, 

The brothers were born at or near 
Richmond, Ind., Feb. 9, 1861, and re- 
moved with their parents to Iowa. Their 
father died while they still were minors 
and they removed with their mother to 
eastern Washington by horse team. 
They soon removed to Oregon and 
bought a ranch six or seven miles west 
of Yamhill on the Yamhill-Tillamook 
road, where they resided until their 
death. As young men William and Wal- 
lace worked in logging camps, while 
Walter attended to the work at home. 
Following the death of William, Wal- 
lace, left alone, resided on the place un- 
til a few years before his death, when 
he gave the place to a niece in return 
for her care of him. During the last 
few years he was so crippled with rheu- 
matism that he was unable to work. 

The picture used with this story was 
made from a large reproduction origi- 
nally owned by John A. Simmons, the 
Master shown in the picture. The large 
reproduction hangs in the Tyler's room 
of Lafayette Lodge. Brother Simmons 
conferred the degrees on the triplets, 
including the second section of the 
MM”, the lecture and the charge. He 
presented the picture to the Lodge 
Shortly before his death in 1933.

We have Royal 
Arch Chapters which have rooms en- 
tirely separate from rooms occupied 
by Lodges. 'The only example in Ore- 
gon is Portland Chapter No. 3. This 
Chapter would not be chartered in 
many grand jurisdictions in which 
attachment to a Lodge is required. 
Here is an example: Attached to 
Excelsior Lodge No. 617, Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, are Emulation 
Lodge of Instruction No. 617 and 
Masefield Chapter No. 617, It will 
be noted that the attached bodies 
take the same number as the num- 
ber of the Lodge to which they are 
attached, which may in some in- 
stances cause confusion as to the 
ages of the attached bodies.

To my Masonic Brethren of Oregon: 

For some time I have thought that some Brother who has the interest of Masonry at 
heart would have the temerity to file objections to some of the innovations which exist in 
the Oregon work, aslaid down in the Ritural. The Grand Lodge has warned us to be on 
guard for Bogus Masons, and yet has adopted word for word, the greatest of them all A 
perusal of a copy of Morgan, in relation to the ‘Double Six," and the words connecting them, 
will convince you of the origin of the Oregon work. 

The fundamental principles of Masonry are taken from the Philosophy of Pathagoras. 
He tells us that the only perfect numbers are always the odd numbers. In 1717 and later 
dates, at the re-organization and consolidation of the different branches of Masonry in Eng- 
land, and the segregation of the work into Degrees and Lectures was done mostly by Broth- 
er Preston. In this work he refers to the numbers 3, 5, 7 as the Mystic Numbers of the 
Symbolic Degrees, and these numbers prevade the first three Degrees in many ways, as 
every student in Masonry well knows, and there is no reference to the number “6” in any 
place. I have never found a Brother who could give a Masonic reason for it being used in 
the Oregon Work, nor a Masonic explanation connecting it with Masonry. The practical 
application of the ‘‘6” is impossible as used in the Oregon Work, as the height of most men 
will verify. Reverse the Mystie Numbers and we have 7, 5, 3, which will give you the dimen- 
sions which are in practical use. 

We claim to be Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, and yet teach Morganism. There 
are many other features of the Oregon Work which need revision, but none so glaringly 
false as the use of the double ‘‘6”. 

My earnest desire is to call your attention to this matter, and is there not some Brother 
who will be a delegate to the Grand Lodge, and who will study Mackey’s Encyclopedia in 
reference to numbers, and prepare a resolution to kick Morgan out of Oregon, and give us 
some good, old, true and tried Masonry as handed down by Pathagoras, Preston, Anderson, 
Webb, Albert Pike and many other eminent Masons.

Statement of historical significance and description of property: 


( This is a basically square three-story buff-colored brick structure with a flat 
© roof, facing south on the corner of Third and Cowls. The facade and east elevation 
are seven-bayed, the facade having two windows per bay except at the corners. 


Windows of the second and third stories are one-over-one, double-hung sash, inset 
with no surrounds; the first floor on the south has four large storefront windows, 
storefront windows on the east have been boarded over and are superimposed by 
multi-lighted transoms. There are piers between the bays and belt courses arti- 
culate the floors. Cornice ornament of corbelled cut brickwork encircles the 
building approximately two feet below the roofline. The entrance on the corner 
has been cut away and a modern brick pillar supports a metal canopy. The rear 
elevation is plain red brick with irregular fenestration; windows are arched, 
double-hung sash of varying sizes with deep reveals. Some windows have been fitted 
with aluminum storm windows. 


The cornerstone reads: 


"Union Lodge No. 48 A F & A M laid by M. W. Grand Master 
October 18, 1913." 


The building was erected at a cost of $38,000. It replaces an earlier Masonic 
Hall which was a smaller, two-story Italianate brick structure occupied by Bishop 
Clothiers. David M. Nayberger operated the first mercantile store in the new 
building until 1930. The building still houses a store on the first floor and 
offices and lodge hall above.

Masonic Cemetery--The Masonic Lodge at this place, sometime since, purchased ten 

acres of land about two miles west of this place, and have had it laid off into lots 
for a cemetery, and have already begun preparations to fence and otherwise improve it. 
The location is a beautiful one on the high rolling ground just beyond Mr. Todd's 

farm, from whence the visitor has a glorious view of the broad verdant plain beneath, 
end of our own happy little town so serenely nestling in the ever green groves, which 
trace the banks of the Yamhill river. The ground is now barren of foliage, but its 
soil will soon respond to the touch of reverential hands, and in a feu years we hope 
it will bloom like an Eden under the skillful. culture of tender hearts, whose kindred 
will sleep beneath the shades of these last tributes of reverence and duty. The ground 
is divided up into 400 lots 16x32 feet each, leaving an area of about an acre for a 
"Potter's" field. The plat shows as follows: A street running east and west 30 feet 
wide; a street running north-and south 40 feet wide; a public square 56x56 in the 
center, alleys 8 feet wide running north and south and alleys 6 feet wide running 

east and west, separating each lot from the other and allowing ample room for approach. 
There is also & record book kept by the Iodge in which is entered the name, date of 
death, nativity, age, from where removed (in case of re-internment) and number of lot 
in which each person is buried. This record will be an invaluable guide to the graves 
of departed ones, which may be sought by friends, now perahps of distant lands in after 
years, when all other marks may have been effaced. The plan is a noble one, and, who 
knows how many anxious friends will find consolation by zefering to that record as the 
years roll by and one by one our names are added to its pages in characters that will 
outlast the mound of dust beneath which it is the destiny of every man to rest?

McMinnville Masonic Cemetery 
Character Study — Mahala Arthur Cozine 
Written by Johnny J. Edwards Sexton MMC © 2023 


In honor of Women's History Month I would like to share a short character 
study of one lady of many who shaped the early Oregon Territory. 


Mahala Arthur Cozine was born to Emeline Malone Arthur and William 
David Arthur on February 4, 1829, in Independence Missouri! 


In 1843 the Arthur family along with more than 1,000 other men, women 
and children set out on a difficult journey to the Oregon Territory. Mahala 
was only 14 years old and from available records it appears she was the 
middle child of three siblings. With her sister Pricilla Arthur Constable 
traveling in the same wagon train with her newly married husband it can be assured that it was her 
primary responsibility to look after and assist with the care for her 12 year old brother William, wagon, 
and oxen. 


In October 1843 the wagon train arrived at the falls of the Willamette what is now known as Oregon City. 
Itis unsure at what point the Arthur family left the wagon train to start their new lives. It is recorded that 
Newby (presumably William Newby who founded McMinnville Oregon) went farther northwest and 
arrived at Fort Vancouver by boat which they boarded at the Willamette Falls. The Arthurs might have 
accompanied the Newby's. 


WAS A BENEFACTRESS In 1845 at the age of 16 years old Mahala married Samuel Marcellius Cozine 
OF M'MINNVILLE| whom she met on the same wagon train west two years earlier. At some 
egen 8 hd Ww] point during their early years they migrated to the county of Yamhill, and it 
Vue eue va ced mem tne] Was here that they decided to purchase a donation land claim and raise their 
Mage ion Maca AF family in the 1 86078.

Her importance to the growth of McMinnville Oregon and the state of 
Oregon can be shown by her obituary. “Was a Benefactress of 
MeMinnville". 


Without the gesture of her donation to 
the campus of the MeMinnville 
College which is now known as 
Linfield College, McMinnville and 
Yamhill County would be less prosperous than it is today. Much of 
the land that McMinnville now occupies was originally the Cozine 
Donation Land Claim. 


Samuel and Mahala Cozine's home still 
stands in downtown McMinnville and is 
» part of the city office buildings and the creek that runs through the city of 
MeMinnville is named Cozine Creek. 


Mahala died on April 20, 1908, 65 years after she arrived in the Oregon Territory 
as a young girl. Samuel and Mahala are buried within the McMinnville Masonic 
Cemetery in McMinnville Oregon.

on Benson has made it

Last year in McMinnville, Benson 
sought to honor the memory of Pvt.

registration officer for Col. Edward 
D. Baker Camp No. 6, the local 
chapter of the Sons of Union 
Veterans of the Civil War. The 
organization includes residents of 
Yamhill, Polk, and Washington 
counties, as well as southwest 
Washington. Benson and others 
hold re-enactments and ceremonies 
to preserve the history of the Civil 
War, in particular the memories of 
its veterans. 


At each cemetery stop, Benson 
records the name of the vet, the 
service unit and date of birth and 
death. 

The McMinnville Masonic 
Cemetery, located off Northwest 
Hill Road, was the last one he 
set out across. It was a three-day 
project last year, recalled Benson, 
a 28-year veteran of the Army and 
Navy. 

“I only missed one, on Gopher

Valley Road (off Highway 18, east 
of Sheridan), and I think it was a 
private family cemetery, Benson 
said. “It was all overgrown."

resting place reserved for 
veterans who fought in the 
Civil War between April 
12, 1861 and April 9, 1865. 
There are fewer than a dozen 
graves on the site, located 
next to a maintenance shed 
just off the gravel road that 
encircles the cemetery. 

Benson said he could not 
read the inscription on one 
particular headstone, that 
of Isaac Terry, a member 
of Company D7, Illinois 
Cavalry. It was weather- 
worn and covered with what 
he characterized as grunge. 
Whenever he came across 
one in similar condition in 
any cemetery he visited, 
Benson could use the 
palm of his hand to rub 
the area where the pertinent 
information was inscribed. 

When he attempted to 
clean off Terry’s marker, it 
fell to the ground, 

“T just touched it,” Benson 
said. “It started leaning back 
and then — plunk.” Benson 
realized the marker had 
previously broken off and 
been precariously set back 
in place 

The 150-pound piece of 
concrete was on the ground. 
There was a penny on top 
of the headstone when 
Benson came upon it, left 
by someone to show respect

for Isaac Terry. 

“Sometime after the war he 
made it out to Oregon,” said 
Randy Fletcher, Camp No. 
6 Commander, and editor of 
the camp newsletter, “The 
Union Volunteer.” 


The day that Benson dis- 
covered the headstone, he 
was greeted by cemetery 
sexton Johnny Edwards. 

“One thing the local 
chapter (Camp No. 6) does 
is replace at no cost a GAR 
or military headstone,” 
Edwards said. “They saw 
we had a broken headstone 
and approached me. I had 


known about this (the 
replacement process), 
signed the paperwork, 
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got one made through the 
government at no cost and it 
was delivered.” 

Inclement weather 
prevented the new headstone 
from being set in place until 
it was decided Wednesday 
morning, March 29, would 
be the day the gravesite was 
prepared and the stone set 
in place. 

Largely responsible 
for getting the gravesite 
ready for placement of 
the headstone were Tim 
O’Neal, past Camp No. 6 
Commander and current 
secretary/treasurer, and his 
wife, Kathy Jo, a member of 
Auxiliary No. 6, were. Tim 
O’Neal also serves in the 
Sons of Veterans Reserve, 


a component of the Baker 
Camp. 

The O’Neals dug out a 
square area where the 
headstone would be set 
upright in place. It was 
positioned in the same way 
all the other headstones in 
the GAR section were set 
down. 

Dirt and cement were 
used to fill in the opening 
and complete the job. 

In addition to Benson, 
Edwards, Fletcher and the 
O’Neals, Auxiliary No. 6 
member Mary Ann Lee 
Baker, Camp No. 6 Junior 
Vice Commander Bill 
Coleman and Chaplain Tony 
Pasillas were part of the 
headstone work party. 

Benson said he utilizes 
the Find A Grave website to 
help him research vets, and 
he has already posted a new 
photo of the Terry headstone 
to the site. It can be found

Camp No. 6 was formed 
in 2004 and is one of the 


founding camps of the 
Department of the Columbia 
(formed in 2015). 


The camp is named in 
honor of Edward Dickinson 
Baker, an Oregon Senator, 
and the first colonel of the 
Seventy-first Regiment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteer 
Infantry, who died leading 
that regiment at the Battle of 
Ball’s Bluff, Virginia, Oct. 
21, 1861.
